Fathers with St. ¥erom approvd that Tranflation. 
And he confirms this very probable Opinion from 
feveral In{ftances in after-times ; as you may find in 
Lev. 9.24. Fudge. 6, 21. Kings 18. 38. &c. «Chron, 
21.26, 2 Chron. 7. 13. and it is obtervable, thar 
the Hebrew word Sw fignifies both to Accepe 
and to Reduce to Afhes, as Acceptations of Equiva- 
Jent importance. Whence that Paffagein P/a/. 20. 
3. Remember all thy Offerings and ACCEPT (or Con- 
{yume to Athes ) ¢t/y burnt Sacrifice.
